The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims : 

a) Claim 34 (lines 1-10) has been rewritten as the following: 

"A method of making a stencil plate for depositing material on a semiconductor 
device comprising: 

forming a plurality of segmental annular openings in a stencil plate to define a 
central portion of the plate, a plurality of spokes, and a remainder of said stencil plate, 
said spokes connecting said central portion to the remainder of said plate between 
adjacent segmental annular openings, said stencil plate having a thickness from about 3 
to about 10 mils, wherein said stencil plate adapted to be removable positioned over a 
semiconductor device for depositing material on the semiconductor before removing the 
stencil from over the device. 

depositing the material in said openings and under said central portion of said 
plate to form an interrupted circular annulus resinous member--. 

b) Claim 35 has been canceled. 
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2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references discloses the claimed method for making stencil for depositing 
material on a semiconductor device including the combination limitations of: “forming a 
plurality of segmental annular openings in a stencil plate to define a central portion of 
the stencil plate, a plurality of spokes, and a remainder of said stencil plate, said spokes 
connecting said central portion to the remainder of said plate between adjacent 
segmental annular openings; and depositing material in said openings and under said 
central portion of said plate as to form an interrupted circular annulus resinous 
member” set forth in the present’s claim.
